It should disqualify many of us (such as where | live since Humboldt Bay
Municipal Water District has more than three years water supply in reserve and has not

been adversely affected by the drought). It should also disqualify those jurisdictions that have
been taking extreme water conservation measures already who would be unjustly affected by
requiring then to reduce by the same certain percentage as those jurisdictions that have done
little thus far.

What | am really saying is when new regulations/implementation measures are passed please
consider rural areas separately from urban areas.

As a past member of OPRs Rural Focus Group | stand with many others who feel that the 'rural’
voice is rarely heard and you have an opportunity to consider it here.
